paſſed by them : The gooaneſſe of which AQts, with their tendency to En- 
ſlave and Oppreſſe the Nation, is ſadly experienced (to the Coſt and Sorrow ) 
of not a few ,, For inſtance, Firſt, that Wicked, Unjuſt, and Oppreſſive -. 
AQ for New Buildings , under which many a Soul hath groaned ; ſome 
though having in the laſt 16, or 18. Tears-paſt, paid twice the value of their 
Houſes in Taxes, have thereby been farced, nnleſſe they wilt be plundred or 
caſt into Priſon, ta pay a Tears. Rent more," in the cruell proſecution of 
which AR, many ſad Caſes have fallen out., Secondly, the AR' for the Ex- 
ciſe, impoſing it for ever (with the Cuſtoms) as a ſtaxding Revene to the 
Crown; ana letting it out to Farm , to the horrible Oppreſſion of the Peo- 
ple, ſettivg up Patentees.to Rule them at pleaſure.

there is mentioned, bow that the New Government,of the Humble Petition 
and Advice, pretended by thews to be then (ettled, was carried in the Houſe 
but by three Voices, fifty three againſt fifty ; as alſo that it was contrary 


to the Defs:es of the good People of the 'N ation, but not being able at that 


time to get the Names of thoſe fiſty three perſons , who alſo highly deſerve 
to be taken notice of, they were not therein mentioned. 

Tou have alſo thoſe Members of that Aſſembly,who though they gave net 
their Vote either for Kingibip , or the then Government by the Humble 
Petition and Advice , bat pretended to be againſt, and diſſatisfied with 
both, ſharply , and juſtly reproved , for betraying the Trult committed to 
them by the People. Firſt, for being ſo Sneaking and (owardly in their 
Spirits, as to ſuffer their Fellow Members to be Secluded from then ; and 
the Council. who had nothing to ao with it, ſo tointrench upon their Privi- 
ledges, as to let none fit but whom they approved of. Secondly, For being 
ſo ready to comply to Sit, or Adjourn at the Proteftors pleaſure , as if they 
were bis Servants , and not he theirs, Thirdly, That when they ſaw the 
Liberties of the People endeavoured to be violated afreſh by the Kinglings, 
and alſo really given away by the afore-mentioned fifty three perſons, who 
petitioned and adviſed the ProteAor (ſo called) to take the Government 


#pon bim, and to chuſe his Succeſſour; they did nat Cry ont , Proteſt, De- 


clare againſt, and withdraw from them, which being their duty they ought 
to have done ; in doing whereof, thoſe unparallel'd wickedneſſes would of ve 
cefſi:y have fallen to the ground : bmt inſtead thereof went on with them, 
Pifeling their cwn Conſciences: and endeavouring to ſatufir their oppreſſed 
Brethren, by ſaying, Ve had not the Title of King ; as sf all the Evill, 
Oppreſſton, ard eArbitrarineſſe lay mthat ; when as at the ſame time, he 
hath the ſame, and noleſſe Power, then if be had the Title , and were called 
King. Tea, a far greater Power then wbat coſt ſo much Blood and Trea- 
ſure, to oppoſe in the late King ; and that theſe ſlight Pretences wonld not be 
Plea ſufficient to excuſe them, inthe day of thew Account for ſo doing. 
eAfter which, ſome generall Queries being ſoberly propoſed as a cloſe to the 


whole, ts the Conclnſion of that Narrative.

able in /lome meaſure to reſolve thy thoughts concerning the change of the 
Cauſe axd Principles, which theſe great Maſters former ly carried ov, and 
profeſſe to do ſo ſtill. It is notoriouſly known how even the chirf of them 
ſometime ſaid, Te would never be w<]l,neither ſhould we ever ſee good 
Dayes, whileſt there was one Lord left in England, nor until] yoa 
(Preaking [o to bim ) my Lord of /4anchefter be called Mr. Montagne : 
Jet now new Lords muſt be made by the dozens. What Declaring , what 
Fighting hath there been, and bow much Blood and Treaſure ſpent againſt 
a Negative Voice, in the King and Lords ? Tet now , not onely the Pro- 
teftor himſelf, forſooth , but ail his new upſtart Lords, ſach as were our 
equal, or it may be below us, muſt Lord it over #s, with their Nogto onr T. 
Is not the world growne mad ? were there ever ſuch wonders before? To 


fancy what after Ages will think of theſe men, who pretend tobe of the 


Saints of theſe Times, will never makg a perſon melancholy that ſhall be ſe- 
rious init. Not to trouble thee further, eye God more, and Men leſſe, and 
that will t.iy and quiet thy Spirit : and ſay to thy ſelf as the Pſalmiſt aid, 
(Pſal.62.5,9.) My ſoul wait thong onely upon God, for my expeRa- 
tion is from him. Surely men of low degree are vanity, and men of 
high degree are a ye. 


A Second Narrative of the late Parliament ( ſo called) giving an Account 
of their Second Meeting , and the things tranſated by them, as alſo 
their Diſſolution after two or three Weeks Sitting. With an Account 
of three and forty of their Names, who in the imervall of the Adjourn- 
71-nt were taken ont of the Houſe,and others that ſate in the other Houſe, 
ſo greatly deſigned for a Houſe of Lords : with a brief Charafter and 
Deſcription of them, 


He late Parliament (ſo called) having made their new Modell of 

Government, called, The Humble Petition and eAdvice , before 
they had well licked their Golden Calf, or given the Brat of their 
Brain a Name, were called upon to Adjourn, and break up ;- And ſo 
making more haſte then good ſpeed, they left things very raw and im+ 
perfeR, which afterwards occaſioned great Conteſts, and in fine, their 
Diflolution, | : 

According to the time they Adjourned unto , they Aſſemble again, 
being 7anmary 23. 1657. wheie after the u'uall Solemnities of Devoe 
tion performed, they repair to the Houſe, where they found ſome of 
their Number Commiſſioned, and impowered by the Prote&or, to 
Swear them, The Copy of which Oath here followeth.

The Other Houſe, who would fain have the Honour tobe called 
Lords, or rather a Hoſe of Lords , did likewiſe in their Houſe pray at 
' the ſametime with much Devotion, and did afterwards agree to ſend 
ro the Parliament, (or as they would have them again called, the Houſe 
of Commons ) by Baron Hill and Serjeant Windham, (after the manner 
| of the Houſe of Peers formerly ) to declare their Meſſage, viz. That the 
* In nomi- Houſe of Lords, or the Lords of the other Houſe had ſent unto them,to deſire 


| ne Domini their joyning with them in a Petition or Meſſage to the Protebiour , That 4 


zncipis on- Day of Prayer * and Hamiliation might be appointed through the whole

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Which Meſſage begat very high Debates , and ſharp Speeches frotn 
many that were nor at the making this lame and imperfeRt Modell, fo 
as-the aforeſaid Meſſengers were fain to wait 'a longtime; but at 
length got chis Anſwer, viz. That they would return an Anſwer by Meſ- 
' ſengers of their own. 

The Houſe filli-g daily, and many of thoſe that had been ſecluded 
in the former Seſſton coming in, the Face of things in the Houſe were 
in a great meaſure changed, another Spirit appeating in them then be- 
fore, inſomuch, that many mace queſtion of che things rhat were for- 
 merly done ; ſome ſpeaking at a high rate in behalf of the Rights of 
the Engliſh Free People, and againit che Wrongs and Injuries thit had 
been done unto them: This being done day by day, and the Hoxſe 
not agreeing what to call that Orher Honſe , which was as it were 4 
nameleſſe infant, and fain would be named the Hoxſe of Lords , was 
the greateſt part of their work, ſave that now and then, ſowe liccle 
Matters came under Debate, as the Reviving and PerfeRing their 
Committees, and Reading ſome former Bills. The Lords Cravexs 
Caſe alſo was takenin, and the Councill on both parts heard at 
the Bar of the Houſe, with ſome other little Marters that paſſed , 
but che greateſt parr of time hat was ſpent in the Houſe, (whileſt 
ſitcing) was in Conſidering and Debating what they ſhould call the 
Other Houſe. 

Towards the end of their fitting, there came another M:ffage from 
the Other Houſe, afcer the ſame n:anner as before, Deſiring their goyn= 
ing with them, in moving the Proteftor toOrder, that the Papiſts, and ſuch- 
4s had been in Armes under the late King, might be exiled the City, and 
put out of the Lines of Communication , &c. This Meſſage being alfo 
deſigned as a (hooing-horn,co draw on their owning of them,received 
a like Anſwer as did the former. | 

As for the Other Houſe (who called themſelves the Houſe of Lords) 
they ſpent their time in little Matters, ſuch as choofing © Commit- 
rees ; and among other things, to conſider of the Privitedges and Ju- 
ri\dition of their Houſe, (good wiſe ſouls} before they knew what 
their Houſe was, or ſhould be called. 

About which time alſo, a Petition was preparing , by ſome faithfull 
Friends to the good 01d Cayſe, in,and about the Ciry of Lodon, which 
was afterward Printed,and ſigned with many chouſand Hands : which 
Petition makes mention of the ſeverall Particulars that were the 
Grounds of Conteſt between the-late King and Parliament, and the 
Good People of the Nation. And prayeth, The ſeteling thoſe good things 
fought for, as the Reward and Fruit of the Blud and Treafare ſo greatly: 
expended in the Inte Wars, &c. This Petition: was rexdy to be preſeneed

But ſomething hap- 
pening that morning,that put the ProteRor into 
a Rage and Paſſion,near unto madneſlſe(as thoſe 
at White: hall can witneſſe) he gets into a Coach, 
and to the Other Houſe he comes, and ſends for 
his ſon Fleetwood, Mr. Nathaniel Fives, and ſome 
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IRee21, 27 others, acquainting them what his purpoſe and 


reſolytion was, and what he came to do, (who as its ſaid) earneſtly en= 
deavoured to diſſwade him from it ; but he refuſed to hearken, and in 
great paſſion-ſw2re, By the living God he would diſſolve them. And ſo 
20ing into the Howſe, and fending the Black Rod with a Meſſage, to - 
call the Parliament to come unto him, He with Jaying great blame up- 
on them, and charging them with great Crimes , ol Mignifying of 
himſelf (as his manner is) diflolved. them.

Thirdly, Wahecher this Calculation of theſe jenoble Lords of the 
new Stamp, being of ſeveral complexions, and fandins in the afore- 
mentioned Capacities and Relations, having alſo {nch dependence 
upon ,- and lying under ſogreat Engagements unto the ProteRor (ſo 
calied) as his Sons and Kindred, flattering Conrtiers, cotrupt Law- 
yers, degenerated {word-men, and a ſort of lnke-warm indifferenc 
Country Knights,Gentlemen and Citizens, moſt of them ſelf-intereR- 
ed ſalary-men, be not likely (according to the very ſpecious pretence) 
tO prove a brave Balance of Government? And whether the good 
people of this Landare likely co have their juſt Richts and Freedoms, 
or Religtons men the Liberty of their Conſciences by this Conſtict- 
tion,any otherwiſe then according to che pleaſure of theProreAor and 
the Corr ?

Laftly, Wherher all things ſoberly weighed and confidered,, th 
times be.now ſo happy and blefſed, as ſome do londly beſpeak them 
to be? And whether for the future we arelikely to have ſnch profpe- 
ricyy-{ncceſs and good days as ſome fo largely promiſe themſelves ? 
and others it may be expeQed 2 Or whether jach ſmilivg npon old. 
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wickedneſs, and frowning and turning the back npon Righteonſnefs? 
ſupprefling its growth , be any comfortable ground of ſuch hope and 
expeQation ? - Or whether upgn the whole Series of things ,- as rhey 
now appear, there be not rather to be expeRed ſome ſadder matter 
the Lon D in m:rcy prevent not ? Let the wiſe in heart conlider.

$5. Reader may take notice that Mr. Portmaxs(formerly Secretary 
to the Nayy)could not in conſcience continue in his Imployment. - 
under thisApoſtaite,though it were worth above 3eol.per ay.and for his 
faichfulneſs to the good Old Cauſe, had been a Prifoner in the Tower 
near a year, never hearing of Charge or Accuſer,though he had deman- 
ded it of Col. BarkMead his Jaylor ; neither was any expreſt in the War- 
rant by which he was apprehended;the ſubſtance whereof was, That he 
ſhould be brought into the T ower, to be kept during the pleaſure of (as they 
blaſphemoully ſtiled him) hz Highneſs the Lord Proteftor,&c. Who be- 
ing dead, Mr. Portmays in a Letter to the Lieutenant, meekly demanded 
if he kad any further Wartant for bis detainment, and that he might have i= 
ther a copy or the ſight thereof, which if he had not in ſome ſhort time, he muſt 
couclude there was none, and having urgent occaſions to go forth for the welt- 
being of hu Family, he muſt aſſay to attend upon them, but if upon Tryal he

ns the foregoing Narrative, you have an Account of the Afors upon the 
EA Stage of this preſent junRure of time, the eminent Lords of the other Houſe: 
Ic is intended in this Supplement to take a general view of all the Alterations 
that hath happened, their Riſe, and Cauſe ; and then conſider the preſent De. 
bates in Council of Parliament. 

The firſt Original cauſe of diſturbing the mindes of the People of Englandas 
well as of Scotland , was the Tyranny and Pride of the Biſhops, who not con- 
renting themlelves with the Power ſettled in their hands in the dayes of Queen 
Elizabeth,e+c. but invading the Civil Power, in taking cognifance of Civil Cau- 
ſes, and impoſing upon the Conſciences of Religious people, and promoting of 
new Ceremonies in the Worſhip of God, gave thereby occaſion of diſlike to the 
good people of this Nation , and engaging the late King in the quarrel , did 
weaken his power over the people, and gave opportunity for the late Civil and 
unnatural War, 

Whilſt they were thus building this Fabrick of Eccleſiaſticall Tyranny, they 
draw in to their aid ſeveral great men ofthe Court; and to eſpouſe them into a 
quarrel with the people,did underhand aid them, in gaining Monopolies of molt 
of the vendible Commodities in the Nation : all which diſcontented the people 
in ſuch ſort, that the King (their ſypporter) his Commands were every where 
juſtly diſobeyed and flighted by the people, infomuch, that when he warr'd with 
the Scots, he had contraRed ſuch great Debts, that he was neceſſitated to call a 
Parliament, without which Authority, the people would not ſubmit to pay- 
ments of any kinde whatſoever, A ns - is made with che Scots,in hopes 

0 
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' to makenſe of thoſe Arms raiſed in oppoſition to them (in cſe they would haye 
- laid down theirs) to awe the Engliſh Nation , and reduce them ro conform to 
the exorbitant and illegall praRtices of himſelf, and other corrupt Miniſters of 
State, Bur that not prevailing, a ſecond Parliament is called, and made Trienni- 
all, they disband both Armies, and call thoſe in. queſtion who. had. abuſed and 
wronged the Nation. The King(fore againK his will)ſuftered ſome of his ſriends 
to fall into their hands, as alſo gave way that they (hould not be diſſolved rill 
they diſſolved themſelves. Others he defendsby taking Arms,ſettling Commiſli- 
ons of Array, contrary to the advice of one of his Council, who (as it's ſaid) ad- 
viſed him-»o0t roput bis life and power into the ſcales of an uncertain War, eſpecially, 
ſence that mpon the foregoing (onſiderations , of the People being incenſed by the inva- 
ding of their Liberties and juſt R'ights, his diſadvantages were the greater on every 
hand; and it would give the greater advantages to fattions ſpirits deſiring of (hange 
(as they were termed) to carry it 03 with greater vigour and odds by far, then any 
of the Deſigns that ever wire carried on againſt any of his Predeceſſors : And that it 
were better for him to give away all, then loſe all; and to grant that which they could 
wreſt from him. This was (as it's ſaid) the advice of a Noble perſon that follow- 
ed him in all his Wars,to the loſs of his Eſtate and ruine of his Family. Well,the 
Kings in Arms, the Parliament Arms alſo, and begin to levy vaſt ſums upon the 
Pablique Faith.
